REAPPOINTMENT. 


In rcappoirtting Postmaster Hanna the expectations 


of the people of Fort Wayne have been met by the 
president. Mr. Hanna has given a fine administration 
of the office during the more than five years of his in- 
cumbency and his retention for another term is but 
the w^Mfcerved reward of his efficiency and his per- 
formaiai of duty. His reappointment can be ac- 
counted to the even higher consideration that it is de- 
sirable to have such efficiency continued. Thus were 
simple justice and practical thought for the welfare 
and progress of the public service conjoined in dic- 
tating the reappoinment. Then, too, Mr. Taft had 
himself and the repute of his administration to serve 
in' this action as in many similar ones. He is on rec- 
ord as desiring that postmasters of all classes be 
brought within the scope of the civil service laws. 
He strongly recommended it in his last annual mes- 
sage. In the want of a statute giving uninterrupted 
tenure to postmasters, he can do no more to that end 
than vouchsafe reappointment to those postmasters 
whose records are good. Honesty and sincerity are 
conspicuously present in President Taft's whole con- 
duct, and in dealing with the postoffices it has been his 
rule to reappoint those who deserved reappointment. 
It was that situation he faced in Fort .Wayne. Post- 
master Hanna's record was first-class and the busi- 
ness interest's and the vast body of the people desired 
his reappointment. The president could Be deaf 
neither to the dictates of his own policy nor the voice 
of the people of Fort Wayne. Mr. Hanna's reappoint- 
ment followed, as of course. It is approved generally. 
Only those few having reasons for their interest in 
the candidacy of another will in the least dissent from 
the president's judgment. Recognition of Postmaster 
Hanna's merit and the claims of the public to the most 
efficient service procurable made his appointment a 
necessitv. 


President Taft has practically cleaned the patron- 


age slate in this state. There remains to be deter- 
mined but one postoffice head over which there is any 


, serious dispute. Beginning with the federal marshal- 


ship and going on down the line through a dozen or 
more postoffices the president on Monday wiped out 
the Indiana "situation." There has never been pre- 
sented to a president for action upon patronage such 
an absurd mess as the marshalship. Long ago count 
was lost of the men proposed for the place. 
The 


president sought to settle the matter by coalescing the 
factions, not by still further widening the breaches 
between them or by creating a new one and that was 
a problem of numerous and almost insuperable dif- 
ficulties. Finally he seems to have succeeded. At all 
events, he secured an appointee who in all 
measures up to the job. That will satisfy the people 
and meet all considerations of efficiency in the public 
service, which when ail is said and done is the main 
thing. 


Intervention in Mexico will not be the formal and 


bloodless affair that earlier opinions in this country 
assumed it would be-that is, it will not if the rebels 
and federals unite, as they are apt to do, to repel an 
invader. The fighting at Agua Pricta shows that the 
soldiers of both sides are not afraid to face the red 
terrors of war. However, there seems to be no pur- 
pose in Washington to intervene if the combatants will 
kindly refrain from bringing American towns and 
American citizens into the zone of fire. It is not a de- 
sirable precedent, for this country to set and it is one 
that set by another nation aroused great resentment 
in tne north during the civil war. 
Of course there 


was no actual intervention by Great Britain, but she 
meddled and she aided the confederates, prolonged the 
war and added to the cost on both sides in men and 
treasure.

know why a man in that branch of the postal service 
may not belong to a union if lie likes. Conditions in

THE IMMIGRANT LABORER. 


(New York -World.) 


According to Prof. Jeremiah W. Jenks, of Cornell, all nine 


members o£ the United States immigration 
commission 


'avor further restrictions upon the admission -of aliens to 
this country. 
In their views they receive support from 


many quarters. 


Race and religious prejudices figure extensively in the 


ssue, but less so than sixty years ag-o when they led to 
he organization of a political party that exercised an im- 
jortant influence in national elections. T_,abor orgaaizSttlons 
have repeatedly protested against allowing an unlimited 
number of alien workers free access to the field they oc- 
cupy: yet in spite of the arrival of millions of immigrants, 
mionlzed labor iwas never better paid or more strongly in- 
renched than today. The thrifty habits of aliens who save 
and send home to Southern Europe many millions of dol- 
ars are held against them as an inexcusable fault at n 
ime when Americans are reproaching themselves for the 
lational habit of extravagance. Complaint is even made 
by persons who object to their coming that so many for- 
eign laborers stay here for only short periods. 


Where would Professor Jenks and his associates on the 


Commission begin to draw the line? 
A numerical limit has 


ieen suggested for every twelvemonth period. Where is 
he happy medium to be fouoo'? Precisely hoiv large an ad- 
dition of unskilled laborers will this country need in 1915 
or 1920 to aid in developing its resources and maintaining 
ts industrial growth? How is the number to be determined 
n advance? At this elate, in the light ot a century's experi- 
ence, -will anybody maintain that educational tests or prop- 
erty qualifications are adequate means of judging the value 
of the future citi7.cn and his children to the community? 


The llnitcd States has enjoyed free trade in labor"and 


prospered as has no other country in the world. When 
tlip Inbor demand became slack and industry sickened after 
the Roosevelt panic in 1007. over 700,000 aliens returned 
home. No such voluntary movement of laborers had ever 
before been seen. 
It worked more smoothly than could
